ternoon bowed to the sweeping 
demands of a republic that his 
subjects voiced last Sunday, and 
stepped out. 


Niceto Alcala Zamora. repub- 


lican leader who not so many 
weeks ago was in jail for his 
activities, is provisional presi- 
dent. 


Although the king's abdication 


has been an unquestioned out- 
'come of the political crisis for 
the past few days, it was not un- 
til the last moment that he step- 
ped from power. 


At 4:45 p. m. Zamora had 


found it necessary to send an 
ultimatum to the king's minis- 
ters saying that unless a repub- 
lic was formally accepted with- 
in an hour the republicans would 
not be responsible for the con- 


., sequences. 


The hour went by and just 15 


minutes after the ultimatum had 
expired, the abdication of the 
king became a reality.

Results of the 1930 farm cen- 


sus for Rush county are con- 
tained in a statement received 
from the Department of Ctfm- 
merce for release today. 


Value of Rush county farm 


land and buildings for the year 
was $25,389,738, according to the 
census. This represents a de- 
crease of $619,768 from the 1925 
figure and a drop of $23,549,411 
from the valuation of $48,939,149 
in 1920, when prices were in- 
flated as a result of the World 
War. 


There were 1,875 farms listed 


in the county by the census, as 
compared to 1,775 hi 1925 and 
2,044 in 1920. Average acreage 
per farm in 1930 was 132.7, the 
report sets out. Average value 
per acre of improved land was 
$102.05, compared to $114.82 in 
1925 and $193.44 in 1920. 


The census lists a total of 


248,803 acres of farm land hi the 
county for the year, an increase 
over 1925 of 22,284 acres. Of to- 
tal acreage, 169,218 acres was 
crop land; 65,810 acres, pasture 
land; 3,249 acres woodland and 
10,526 acres of land used for 
miscellaneous purposes. 


Corn was easily the leading 


crop of the county with a total 
of 3,059,245 bushels harvested, a 
slight increase over the figure 
for five years previous. Acreage 
devoted to corn cultivation was 
75,288. 


Wheat followed corn as the 


major crop with 836,533 bushels 
grown on 47,770 acres. The num- 
ber of bushels of wheat grown 
hi 1929 was 261?129 more than 
that in 1924.

"Cradle" of American Pastime is 


Found in City in New York 


—Dates Back 92 


Years.

Cooperstown, N. Y., April 14— 


(A.P.)—Ninety-two years ago 
baseball had its inception to this 
town where the "cradle" of the 
game still is being jised. 
Abner Doubleday of Green's se- 


lect school, Cooperstown, made 
the first diagram of a baseball 
diamond, drawing a stick through 
the dust to indicate what sports 
writers have come to call the 
"paths" and to show the players' 
positions. 


With a pencil, he-then made 


notes on rules for the game, 
which he named "baseball." Ab-

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Sugests State 
Counties to 30 


Indianapolis, Apr. 13—(AP)— 


Indiana, In the opinion of Law- 
rence W. Wallace, executive sec-' 
retary -of the American Engi- 
neering Council, has too many 
counties. 


"Probably Indiana would be 


much better served if it had 30 
•or 40 counties instead of 92," 
Mr. Wallace said. He announced 
thajt the American Engineering 


Council will investigate the gen- 
eral problem of public services 
and expenditures. 


"The elimination of the over- 


head of 40 political government- 
al 
organizations in Indiana 


would remove a very large tax 
load from the people of the 
state," he continued. "It is my 
belief that if this political re- 
adjustment wftre made the peo- 


ple of Indiana would have more 
and better facilities and at less 
cost." 
Mr. Wallace, who formerly 


was a professor at Purdue uni- 
versity, said that "it may be 
that when the state was laid 
out, 
in view of the modes of 


transportation and communica- 
tion then existing, it was neces- 
sary to have county seats about 
every 30 miles. There is now 


neither logic nor necessity for 
these groupings." 


"An American 
Engineering 


Council announcement telling of 
plans for the general investiga- 
tion declared that the rising 
cost of government, federal, mu- 
nicipal and state, if not curbed 
"will'inevitably lead to more or 
less serious trouble in this coun- 
try." 
"Notwithstanding t h e in- 


creasing cost. of government, the 
masses are not being sufficiently 
and rapidly supplied with the 
conveniences and services they 
desire," Mr. Wallace said in dis- 
cussing the subject. "It is pos- 
sible that the ever increasing 
expenditures of government are 
due to the realization by poli- 
ticians that there is a real de- 
mand by the people for greater 
facilities and services."

show that the fatalities were 
constantly increasing despite the 
precautions taken. 
• 


To insure the maximum safety 


on state highways, there should 
be a right-of-way eighty feet 
wide, in the opinion of Mr. Hin- 
kle, whereas the average state 
highway lias only fifty feet. A 
wider right-of-way would ^give 
the highway engineers space to 
widen the shoulders of the roads 
and/Jecrease the slope of the side 
ditches so that a machine per- 
cipitated into a ditch would be 
able to get out without a fatality 
or damage to the car. Mr. Hinkle 
stated that Michigan and Iowa 
were buidling roads on 100 foot 
right-of-way and that Illinois 
had been using eighty feet for 
years. 
The highway official said that 


one of the first eighty-foot roads 
would be constructed southeast 
of Rushville on U. S. 52 when the 
narrow pavement running to the 
T. M. Amos farm was resurfaced. 
An effort is now being made to 
increase the right-of-way to 
eighty feet and he asked the 
moral supnort of all his hearers 
in furthering the widening of the 
road.
